A. H. Baldwin & Son Vault. 


To write an introductory foreword for an auction of such size and scope is no mean feat. Its breadth and 
highlights cannot be covered so quickly. The auction presents a colossal range of numismatic pieces, from the 
hammered pennies of the Brussels Hoard to a group of French medals from the “medailles sur les principaux 
enenements du regne de louis le grand”. From a selection of items from the Cokayne Collection to a group 
of Fish Hook ‘Larins’ to a sizable group of Masonic items. We are pleased to offer a wealth of coins, tokens, 
paranumismatica, medals, medallions, and counterstamped pieces, many of which are provenanced to various 
collections from the last 150 years. 


We are also pleased to offer a sizable group of cabinets, used by the staff at A. H. Baldwin & Son to store 
collections and the stock within the vault. We have also uncovered a large group of banknotes, which we have 
sent to PMG for certification and grading services. 


As this year we mark the passing of our late Queen and the upcoming coronation of King Charles III, we 
offer a particularly poignant group of crowns from 1953, which were issued for the coronation of Elizabeth 
II. In homage, the first coins of Charles HI have featured the same reverse as these crowns, to celebrate the 
incredible life and reign of Her Majesty. We also offer a significant group of crowns from Southern Rhodesia, 
also of 1953. Many of these twentieth century pieces were bought directly from the Royal Mint and were 
carefully wrapped in brown paper and have been stored ever since. The Southern Rhodesian crowns are still 
individually packaged in their stapled brown paper envelopes. 


The items within this auction have never been publicly offered for sale. The sale will take place over two 
sessions, across two days. Session I will feature lots 1 to 491, session I will begin with British Medals and 
lot 492. 


It has been a pleasure to sort our way through the Baldwin’s Vault and unwrap hidden gems for you to add 
to your collection. We hope that you will enjoy perusing the pages of this catalogue and uncovering the items 
we discovered within the vault. This auction marks the first sale in a series of Baldwin Vault auctions. Part II 
will be offered later this year.

The remaining coins from the “Withdrawal Hoard” of Tortola Black Doges 


The hoard was published by Bob Lyall in Spink’s Numismatic Circular, October 1983, pp. 267-268, “A Hoard 
of Tortola Black Dogs”, and at that time extended to 340 coins. The hoard comprised the coins that 
were “called in” in 1889 and subsequently sold. The ‘host’ coins are for the most part well-worn, or even 
counterfeit, French colonial Cayenne 2-sous, that have been counterstamped with either a capital “T” [for 
Tortola] or with an “H” inset within a diamond — the so-called “Hodge Doggs”, believed issued by the 
despotic plantation owner Arthur William Hodge (1763-1811) or possibly Bezaliel Hodge who, whilst he 
owned 20 plantations had, however, died before 1798. Arthur William Hodge was a member of the Executive 
Council and Legislattve Assembly on Tortola and slave owner, who was hanged on 8 May 1811, having been 
found guilty of the murder of one of his slaves. It is believed he was the only British West Indian slave 
owner to be executed for the murder of a slave. It would seem that the hoard has been “cherry-picked” over 
the years and that the coins now offered are probably all contemporary forgeries, mostly struck on genuine 
Cayenne 2-sous from forged punches, others, however, from forged punches on false hosts. As the genuine 
counterstamped coins and forgeries circulated freely along-side each other all should be considered an 
important part on the numismatic history of Tortola without discrimination. The “Hodge Doggs” offered 
seem all together a much cruder selection of coins and the cataloguers feel that it is probable that all were 
struck from forged punches and many on forged “host” coins, some of which were struck in Birmingham. 
Bob Lyall’s “Black Doggs” were sold by in September 2018.

After 
1635 the Mint took over the manufacture of admission tickets, striking 5,500 in the year 1635-36 at the cost of one 
penny each. By 1639 the Mint had struck some 8,000 pieces. Woolf points out that, “None of these latter have 
apparently survived, and we know nothing about their form”.

He made a 
deep impression on London society because of his exotic dress, his courtesy and his horsemanship. He was ma. de a 
Fellow of the Royal Society and visited Oxford University. 


Bantam [Banten], was a kingdom on the island of Java and a major centre for international trade in the Far East. The 
portrait of Ambassador Kvai Ngabehi Naya Wipraya [Keay Nabee], who was knighted by Charles H, is taken from an 
engraved full- length portrait after a drawing by John Oliver.

The Countess devoted het life to good causes always linked to Methodism. An early act was helping with the foundation 
of the Foundling Hospital. Through her friendship with the preacher George Whitefield she became interested Native 
Americans and enslaved Africans in the American Colonies. On his death she inherited his estates in Georgia and South 
Carolina and a school, the Bethesda Home for Boys, becoming a slave owner herself. Her influence extended to many 
Colonies.

In 1915 Guangdong was hit by an unprecedented flood, the Yimao Flood [yimao shuizai], which also affected the 
provinces of Guangxi, Jiangxi, and Hunan. The local government in Guangdong could neither control the rivers, nor 
provide adequate relief after floods. The city of Guangzhou was flooded for seven days and also suffered a major 
flood-related fire. Some 430,000 hectares of farmland were destroyed, there were hundreds of thousands of casualties 
and over 3.78 million people were displaced by the disaster. Relief, for the most part, was provided by private charities, 
charities run by foreign missionaries all looking to the Cantonese merchants for support. A silver Star, catalogued as

Robert Barclay Fox (1817-1855), businessman, garden designer and diarist came from a well-established Cornish 
Quaker family. Barclay Fox and his siblings played a large part in the naming and establishment of the Cornwall 
Polytechnic Society, which became the Royal Cornwall Polytechnic Society in 1833, the year prior to the award of 
this medal. On his death (in Egypt on 10 March 1855 from tuberculosis), the Society wrote, “The Society, however, 
since our last meeting, has been deprived of the services of Mr. R. B. Fox, who, on all occasions, not only aided the 
institution by his varied and powerful intelligence but practically and laboriously assisted in carrying it on”. Barclay Fox 
developed Penjerrick Garden, started by his father, Robert Were Fox, E.R.S. and competing with his uncles Charles Fox 
of Trebah and Alfred Fox of Glendurgan. All three gardens are now open to the public.

Sir John Cass (1661-1718) had been elected as one of the Tory MP’s for the City of London in 1710 and he served as 
Alderman for the ward of Portsoken from January 1711 (OS). In 1710 he established a school for 50 boys and 40 girls in 
rented buildings in the churchyard of St Botolph-without-Aldgate. He knighted in 1712. The Foundation was founded in 
1748, but Cass’s philanthropy was extensive and is well documented, though in recent times it has been seen to be tainted 
by his having derived much wealth from his position as a member of the court of of the Royal African Company.

The Prince Alfred Hospital, Camperdown, NSW, Australia, is the principal teaching hospital of the University 
of Sydney. It was opened in 1882 due to Roberts’s ‘zeal and assiduity’ and named after Queen Victoria’s second 
son Prince Alfred, later Duke of Edinburgh. During a visit to Australia in 1868 Prince Alfred was the victim of 
an assassination attempt while on a picnic in the northern Sydney suburb of Clontarf. Australians opened a public 
subscription fund to build a hospital as a memorial to his safe recovery. The prince authorised his coat of arms to be 
used as the new hospital’s crest. King Edward VII granted the hospital its Royal prefix in 1902. 


Roberts, who arrived in Sydney in 1853, was educated at St Paul’s School and Guy’s Hospital and in 1844 became a 
member of the Royal College of Surgeons. Sir Henry Parkes wrote of him (to Florence Nightingale), “Mr Roberts is 
a respectable professional man ... but he is ... a fussy, officious dilettante in all matters of sanitary reform, who spoils 
his own efforts to be useful by his desire to be /#e authority on all occasions”.

Charles Greenwood Floyd was educated at Charterhouse School and Christ Church, Oxford. On August 12,1851, 
Floyd reached the summit of Mont Blanc with three other Oxford students and sixteen guides, in an expedition led 
by the journalist and entertainer, Albert Smith. It was Albert Smith’s dramatic account of this ascent that was to make 
mountain climbing popular among the middle classes of Victorian England. Albert Smith, who owned the Egyptian 
Hall in Piccadilly, became a founder member of the Alpine Club. The other three Oxford students were the Hon. 
William Edward Sackville West and Francis Philips and George Nicholas Vansittart. Floyd, who married in 1880 was, 
from 1866, Rector at South Runcton in Norfolk. Whilst not the first ascent of Mont Blanc (that had been in 1786), 
this, thanks to Albert Smith, was certainly the most famous of the early climbs. The medal provides an extraordinary 
link with the expedition that pioneered the “Golden Age” of mountaineering.

Thomas Snelling, author of various numismatic publications, had retail premises in Fleet Street from where he sold 
coins and medals. 


The medal could perhaps, be a trial, with the abbreviated ANGL on the obverse and the use of U’s rather than V’s in 
the reverse legend, whilst additionally, some letters on the reverse are weak to the point of near invisibility. The youthful 
portrait and the Dassier-like cartouche suggest the medal dies may have dated from the 1740's, were never used at 
the time and were resurrected on Snelling’s death. The attribution to Rawle was questioned by Col. Grant, however 
whoever the medallist, the medal is unpublished in pewter and considerably rarer than suggested in BHM.

(2) The buyer of any lot will be the highest bidder. In the event of any dispute, 
the auctioneer shall have absolute discretion to settle the dispute as he thinks 
best; this may mean re-offering the lot for sale. 

(3) The auctioneer shall have absolute discretion to divide any lot, combine 
two or more lots or withdraw any lot or lots without giving any reason.

We may disclose your personal information 
to third parties in the event we sell or buy any business or assets in which 
case we may disclose your personal data to the prospective seller or buyer or 
such business or assets or if we are under a duty to disclosure or share your 
personal data in order to comply with any legal obligation or in order to 
enforce or apply our terms of use. You have the right to ask us not to process 
your personal data for marketing purposes. 

(18) By making a bid, the buyer acknowledges his acceptance of these 
conditions and agrees to be bound by them. 

(19) If any buyer fails to comply with any of these Conditions, the lot or lots 
in respect of which the failure is made may at the discretion of the Company 
be put up again and resold. The damages recoverable from the defaulting 
buyer shall include, but not be limited to, the auctioneers’ expenses and 
commission in respect of the resale and the amount (if any) by which the 
price obtained on the resale is exceeded by that obtained on the first sale.
